PuBLIC REPORT AND FINAL ORDER

Manuel Emesto Gutietrez (Gutierrez) filed this complaint against Elvis Ray Maldonado
(Maldonado), a candidate for Miami-Dade County Commission District 9, alleging that Maldonado
violated the qualification residency requirements under Section 1.04, Miami-Dade County Charter.

A legally sufficient complaint exists where there are allegations of a violation of an ordinance
within the jurisdiction of the Ethics Commission, purportedly committed by an individual within the
authority of the Ethics Commission, and filed with the Ethics Commission within three years of the atleged
violation.

The complaint does not fall within the jurisdiction of the Miami-Dade Ethics Commission. The
Ethics Commission does not enforce Section 1.04 of the Charter.

On March 11, 2020, in closed session, the Ethics Commission’s General Counsel recommended
that the case be dismissed. In open session, the Ethics Commission voted unanimously to find No Legal
Sufficiency and dismissed the case.

Wherefore it is:

ORDERED AND ADJUDGED that COMPLAINT C20-13-02 against Respondent, Elvis Ray
Maldonado is hereby dismissed.
